Turned Over to Atlanta 


Final Details Closed, $346,000 Is Placed in 
Vaults of Fulton National Bank—Work 
Expected To Start Within 45 Days.

Santa Claus, four days late, Fri- 


day swooped out of the’ skies and 


brought $346,000 for a new police 
station to Atlanta. Actual work on 
the structure can be begun within the 
next 45 days, barring delays. 

Charles L. Kades, counsel of the 
PWA and working under Edward H. 
Foley Jr.. and Harold L. Ickes, ad- 
ministrator of PWA Washington, was 
the agency through which every ob- 
stacle, legal, technical or otherwise, 
was overcome and the new police sta- 
tion was assured Friday night when 
the money was placed in vaults of 
the Fulton National bank, trustee, 
for the new station. 

Kades, acting as agent for Ickes 
and Foley. came to Atlanta Friday 
by plane to close details incident to 
actual consummation of the contract 
between Atlanta and the federal gov- 
ernment for the new edifice. 

A called meeting for council to cor- 
rect legal errors in resolutions re- 
garding the contract was canceled 
when it was found that the original 
measures were correct but that there 
had been a clerical error, and Kades, 
Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, chairman of 
council’s finance committee and head 
of a special council committee super- 
vising construction of the new sta- 
tion, and Herbert J. Haas. leading At- 
lanta attorney, who assisted in ob- 
taining the funds, began the details 
incident to closing the deal. 

Later in the afternoon, Kadeg no- 
tified Washington officials that At- 
lanta had met every demand and that 
the money could be sent. It arrived 
and was placed in vaults of the Ful- 


yton National bank during the after- 


noon. 

Haas and Gilliam praised the co- 
operative spirit of Washington offi- 
Cials in aiding Atlanta to obtain the 
station, and especially the tireless ef- 
forts of Kades in the matter. 

“He is everything that a govern- 
ment official should be,” Haas said. 
“He works tirelessly. He helps instead 
of hinders. He is one of the brainest 
and most co-operative men with whom 
I have ever been associated.” 

Gilliam paid the following tribute: 

“We were given every consideration 
possible. Everyone in Washington, 
especially Mr. Foley and Mr, Kades, 
were as helpful as it was humanly 
possible to be. They went out of their 
way to aid Atlanta and we should be 
highly appreciative of their efforts, 
which have been productive of a much 
needed new station, and which I feel 
sure will be expended for the future 
progress and good of Atlanta and At- 
lantans. I am grateful for their aid, 
and cannot praise them too highly.” 

Kades, a young and retiring man, 
is a native of Newburgh, N. Y. He 
Was graduated with an A. B. degree 
from Cornell and obtained his legal 
degree at Harvard. 

Detailed drawings for the new sta- 
tion are now being prepared by Burge 
& Stevens, architects, and will be com 
pleted within the next two weeks. 
Bids then will be asked, and actual 
work can be begun within 45 days, it 
was said Friday night. 

The new station. will provide for 
Atlanta needs for many years to come 
and will be located on Decatur and 
Butler streeis. 


ARGENTINE REVOLT SEWER PROPOSAL 


MURDER FARMER 
UN ALABAMA ROAD 


One Other Wounded as 
Pair Seek To Check 
Flight of Negroes After 
29 Escape Atmore Farm. 


ATMORE, Ala., Dec. 29.—()— 
Posses pushed north tonight on the 
trail of a band of desperate, heavily 
armed negro convicts, who partici- 
pated in a break of 29 from Atmore 
state prison early today and later 
killed one man and wounded another 
who sought to apprehend them. 

Six of the escapees had been cap- 
tured tonight, four white men and a 
negro, near here and a fifth white 
man in Mobile, leaving 23 at large, 
the group headed toward Monroeville 
apparently being the most desperate 


and better armed. 

Grover Kirby, a farmer living half 
a mile north of the 8.000-acre prison 
farm, was killed and a companion 
named Parker seriously hurt when 
they sought to capture the group of 
negroes, believed seven in number. 

Reports that Lon Fulmer and his 
16-year-old son were later wounded 
by the same group, three miles from 
the prison, proved unfounded tonight. 
Details of the break were kept closely 
guarded at the prison and rumors flew 
thick and fast here. 

The report of the Fulmers being 
shot apparently grew out of word 
of mouth passing of meager def&ils 
concerning the shooting of Kirby and 
Parker. 

Kirby and Parker were shot after 
they had armed themselves and sought 
to apprehend the group, one of whom. 
armed with a pistol wrested from a 
prison guard, opened fire.

He is credited with having done 
much to extricate the liberal party 
from an embarrassing predicament 
growing out of King Carol’s return 
from Paris to assume tlie throne, after 
the idiberals constantly had fought 
him. 

After the death of Vintila Bratianu 
in 1922, Duca took over the leader- 
ship of the liberal party and formed 
the present government November 14, 
this year.

‘World Cotton Crop — 


25,500,000 Bales 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—(4)—- 
The world cotton crop was estimated 
at 25,500,000 bales today by the bu- 
‘reau of agriculturat economics. 

This year’s production was 1,900.- 
000 bales larger than last year, but 
2,000,000 bales less than the estimat- 
ed world production in 1931-1932, and 
less than the average of the last five 
years. 

The 1933 increase was accountel 


for almost entirely by increased pro- 
duction in foreign countries, the bu- 
reaun said. Production of countries 
other than the United States was esti- 
mated at 12,323,000 bales compare! 
with 10,598,000 last year. The larg- 
est increase was in Egypt. 

The apparent supply of American 
cotton remaining in the United States 
on December 1 was approximately 
15,900,000 bales, compared with 17.- 
250,000 on December 1, 1932. This 
reduction was attributed to a smaller 
carryover from 1932 and to larger 
consumption and exports.

The Rebirth 
Of Religion. 


Really, all those people who talk 
about a decline in religion make me 
laugh. Decline? No, the very opopsite 
is taking place. There is a rebirth of 


religion in the offing. That men and 
women are no longer satisfied to mur- 
mur a set of phases and go through 
sets of ritual exercise, doesn’t aston- 
ish me. But since when was that re- 
ligion? There is in this world at 
present such a thirst su,ch a hunger 
for righteousness, that one wonders 
what the churches are going to do to 
escape the judgment of having miss- 
ed the greatest opportunity of ail 
times. Everywhere you come there ig 
a desire to do right, to make a better 
world, to build a better society. more 
in accordance with human dignity, 
with the divine ideal. It is quite true 
that these attempts are not made in 
the name of religions, and that they 
are not being sponsored by the 
churches, but that is because the 
churches have ceased to lead, because 
they conform to the ways of the 
world and have become organizations 
which are for the most part solely 
concerned with their own growth and 
strength. 

If they were mobilized on the foot- 
ing of a Christian militia to bring 
nearer the idea of a Kingdom of God 
on this earth, they would have the 
masses with them, as in those primi- 
tive days of Christianity when the 
Christian slaves of Rome, without 
arms, witout material power or in- 
fluence, threw the geratest empire 
of all times upside down.

News Behind the News 


By Paul Mallon. 


HEADWORK WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—President Roosevelt is 
not ducking new year’s prophecies because he is 


glum. 

The truth is he is very optimistic. 

His own private economic soothsayers have told him the pros- 
pects of better business are excellent for the coming year. They 
are banking heavily on an unexpectedly strong spring rise. 

Their own rock-bottom estimate is that the average for 1934 
should be at least 10 to 15 per cent better than this year. 


REASONS Those predictions will never get into print officially. 

' Word has been passed down to government officials 
that they must suppress their inward prophetical urges, and, if they 
cannot master them entirely, for heaven’s sake keep their opti- 
mism under control, 

The cue for them was furnished by the president himself in 
his regular chat with newsmen early this week. He said he no- 
ticed that all the private prophets are foreseeing bigger and better 
things for 1934, but that théy have been wrong so often, he did 
not intend to join them. 

He could have added that most of the government officials 
who tried to enter the field of prophecy experienced just about the 
same lack of success as Mr. Hoover did with his “around-the- 
corner” statements. 

Too most notable examples are the lavish predictions made early 
in the game by officials in charge of the NRA and PWA. 


FACTS The best of business prophecies are nothing more than 
expert guesses. Too many things can happen which it 
is impossible to foresee. 

At present the economic experts think they can see that spring 
rise very clearly. They are as Sure of it as they are that the flow- 
ers will come. Beyond spring no one can see, with any degree of 
accuracy. 

The only real danger signals now flying concern financing, both 
public and private. Nearly a billion and a half of corporate bonds 
(mostly public utilities) will have to be refinanced during the 
coming year. That is exclusive of railroad bonds, with which the 
government is trying to lend a hand. 

The extent of government financing is indeterminate. There 
is an underlying fear in some places that in the coming session con- 
gress will try to spend too much, hoping to force inflation that 
way. 

The climax on these matters will hardly be reached before April. 


MIDWINTER DREAMING The administration is veering 
. around on its budget publicity. 


At first it talked optimistically about the expected billion-dollar sur- 
plus in the regular budget. Now it is talking pessimistically about 
a billion-dollar deficit to be expected in both budgets. 

It is really the same song sung in two different keys. 

The truth is that the budget is written in such a flexible manner 
that you can make music out of it in nearly any key. Like Piccolo 
Pete, it can sing a high note as well as a low one. 

The latest version prescribes that a distinction be made be- 
tween appropriations and actual expenditures. Instead of counting 
the PWA at three billions, you count only what the PWA will ac- 
tually spend before June 30 next year. That is fair and logical, 
but very confusing. It will cut the total expected deficit, but no 
one will know how much until next June 30. 

It is further proof that the only accurate way to consider the 
government financial situation now is to look at commitments and 
expectations broadly over a period of years. 

The yearly budget is only one corner of the full picture. 


The NRA and CWA officials are glowering at 
La each other backstage. The stories that leaked 
out only partially described the real feeling about the CWA paying 
higher wages than the NRA codes provided. 

The NRA conducted a survey and found that in nearly every 
case examined the CWA wage scale was higher for a particular type 
of work than the minimum in the codes. The CWA people say 
the industrialists told the NRA that, and it is not true. Neverthe- 
less Johnson announced he had submitted a memo to the president. 

The split is serious, so serious that the old rumors are going 
around again that General Johnson will leave the NRA within a 
month or two. He is the most resigned man in the administration 
since William Woodin unofficially resigned the treasury job. 

Like the Woodin story, this one will some day come true. 


BIG SHOT A big real estate promoter from the middle west re- 

cently appeared. before the senate stock market 
committee to testify about his activities.

HARD MONEY BLOG 
CRITICIZES ROGERS 


Foes Fail To Unseat Sta- 
tistical Head Because of 
Federal Activity. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 29.—(/)— 
Supporters of Dr. James Harvey 
Rogers, professor of economics at Yale 
University, today defeated by three 
votes an attempt to supplant him as 
a vice president of the American 
Statistical Association because of his 
activities as monetary adviser to 
President Roosevelt. 

Supporters of “hard money,” as op- 
posed to the present unstabilized dol- 
lar, nominated Dr. Harold L. Reed, 
Cornell University professor of eco- 
nomics. Professor Reed has been urg- 
ing a return to the gold standard al- 
though he is a colleague on the Cor- 
nell faculty of the president’s other 
monetary adviser, Professor George 
F. Warren. 

The convention debated the propri- 
ety of “chastising Dr. Rogers,” as his 
supporters put it, while Dr. O. M. 
W. Sprague, who recently stepped out 
as financial and executive assistant 
to the secretary of the treasury, wait- 
ed to address it. 

Departing from his prepared speech, 
Dr. Sprague attacked the administra- 
tion’s public works program as “more 
comers to recovery than the British 
dole. 


“Production of durable consumer 
goods is the way to employ capital 
and labor,” he said. “A government 
policy of public works that tends to 
maintain and increase the relative 
cost of that production works against 
a trade recovery.” 

“You have a dole,” asserted the 
speaker. “It is perhaps better than a 
plain dole, but. a work dole which 
establishes rates of pay so that civil 
works does not expand is quite as 
damaging and, I should say, more dam- 
aging to recovery than the British 
dole to which you objected so four 
years ago.” 

While Sprague was attacking the 
public works program, Henry Matson 
Waite, deputy public works adminis- 
trator, was praising the federal re- 
employment drive before the Amer 
can Economic Association, another of 
the seventeen national economic and 
social science organizations in con- 
vention here. 

Professor Irving Fisher, noted Yale 
economist, came to the defense of Dr. 
Rogers in the debate over re-election 
of the president’s adviser although 
only a short while before Fisher had 
told the economic society that “we 
stabilize every unit of commerce ex- 
cept the dollar.” 

“It is up to us economists here to 
see that our government establishes 
a dollar that will not fluctuate so,” 
he said,

Gormiey’s Action Derended, 

The court held that courts of 
equity should not interfere with the 
exercise of that power “unless his ac- 
tion is arbitrary and amounts to an 
abuse of discretion.” It added that 
the facts of the case at issue showed 
Gormley wae acting fully within the 
scope of his duties. 

The opinion described the assets re- 
maining in the Griffin bank as “larzge- 
ly frozen” and said the loan was the 
only means of obtaining cash quickly.

contain no provision expressly grant- | 
ing such authority, but as to banks 
which are hopelessly insolvent so that 
they cannot be permitted to resume 
business, it is the duty of the supcr- 
intendent to proceed with liquidation, 
and liquidation must be executed to 
the best advantage. 

“The entire law upon the subject | 
amounts to a specific grant of power 
to that end.” 

Details, he said, necessarily were 
left to the judgnfnt of the superin- 
tendent, and were covered by the 
provision that he should have author- 
ity to perform “such other acta as 
are necessary to conserve the assets 
and business,” | 

The court held specifically that | 
any particular loan might be unwise, 
and in that case the superior court 
would have authority to prevent it.

Hugh McRae, of Wilmington, N. C., 
widely known for his efforts in build- 
Ing rural communities, will be presi- 
dent of the corporation’s board of di- 


rectors. | 

Governor Ehringhaus, of North | 
Carolina, heads a board of visitors 
who will act as advisers. | 

The project will be known as Pen-| 
derlea Farms. Its occupants will be 
selected from the ranks of farmers, 
many of whom have been attempting 
to eke out an existence on isolated 
farms, and who are en relief rolls. 

The poor lands they now occupy 
will be taken out of production per- 
manently and set aside for develop- 
ment as forests and for other public 
purposes, 

The agricultural phase of the de- 
velopment will be directed at demon- 
Strating the possibilities of diversified 
subsistence farming in contrast with 
single crop and cash farming.

Fulton county Friday joined At- 
lanta in submission of a definite plan 
for care of unemployables for 1934 
and thus assured that joint contribu- 
tions will be approximately $1,000,000 
for the year.

ployed of the city and county and to 
handle such appropriations as may 
come into the committee’s hands from 
any source. The committee is to in- 
clude as ex officio members Mayor 
James L. Key and Chairman George 
F. Longino, of the county commius- 
sion. Other members will be president 
of the Community chest, the chairman 
of the benevolent and pension com- 
mittee of city council, chairman of the 
alms and juvenile committee of the 
hoard of county commissioners, and 
S. D. Truitt, W. E. Mitchell, J. Sid 
Tiller. F. H. Neely, Hugh C. Couch 
and Henry Smith. 

Tax anticipation notes amounting 
to $1,627.000 will be paid by the 
county today, it was announced by 
Chairman George I. Longino, whe 
signed a check for that amount pay- 
able to Trust Company of Georgia 
and the Robinson-Humphrey Com-| 
pany, from whom the county loan of 
last March was obtained. This 
leaves a balance of $250,000, which 
will be carried over for a few days.

All bankers’ schedules of new 
charges to depositors, announced to 
xo into effect with the first of the 
year under NRA’'s code, were cancel- 
ed tonight by Hugh S&S. Johnson in 
an order which revealed an 
dinary “misunderstanding.”

ship of utilities as a result of the 
common council’s indorsement of a 
$28,600,000 bond budget for 1934.

A thoughtful woman 
looked at one of his photographs, tak- 
en years before the crime was com- 
mitted, and remarked that the misery 
depicted in the man’s countenance 
was an eloquent commentary on the 
fact that long before a man murders 
another he has murdered his own 
soul, destroyed his own peace and 
happiness and cut out for himself a 
life of misery that is mirrored in his

A good defense at the bridge table 
does not wait until the bidding is 
completed and the play begun. Alert 
players when holding the weaker cards 
do not remain passive while the oppo- 
nents blithely reach their best con- 
tract. Sound lead-directing overcalls, 
lead-directing doubles of game or slam 
contracts, and, last but not least, semi- 
psychic and barrier bids, all combine 
to make the life of a declarer an un- 
happy one when he is up against 
strong opposition. 

In today’s hand Bernard Cone 
and Leo Bachrach, of New York 
city. first succeeded in getting the 
opponents to the wrong final contract 
and then by magnificent subsequent 
defense in the play succeeded in de- 
feating this contract. The hand was 
played in one of the earlier rounds 
of the Vanderbilt cup tournament.

North and South vulnerable. 


We talk a lot in this life about 
the difficulty of keeping our feet 
in the straight and narrow path, 
about the sacrifice entailed in a 
strict morality, about the costliness 
of observing the golden rule. We 
also talk a lot about happiness— 
how to get it, how to keep it. Some- 
times we ferget or maybe we never 
realized, that only as we succeed 
in these efforts to lead a correct life 
do we attain and hold to happiness. 
The permanent satisfaction derived 
from one short walk down the 
straight and narrow path is greater 
than that derived from innumer- 
able momentary pleasure picked up 
in detours. One moral victory won 
produces a spiritual elation that a 
thousand pleasures purchased at 
the price of moral compromise can- 
not produce. 


People profess to despise platitudes 
but after all platitudes crystallize in 
pithy sentences the result of experi- 
ences that men have undergone 
throughout time. They summarize 
great truths that life has taught and 
is teaching. Someone has said that the 
proof of the platitude’s value in hu- 
man thought and conduct lies in the 
fact that it has survived the hard 
use to which it has been pnt. Its truth 
has undergone the test of time and 
“the judgments of time are inexor- 
ably just.”

1—A bluff pure and _ simple, with 
hearts as,the escape suit. 
2—Undoubtedly South’s correct bid, 
* to smoke out the psychic. 
3—West has bid East’s own escape 
suit, so East decides to continue 
the bluff. He knows that South 
will know that he has made a 
psychic but he is throwing up a 
barrier to prevent North and 
South from exchanging informa- 


tion. 
4— Adding height to the barrier. 
o—East decides he has’ gone far 

enough. The penalty at five hearts 

might be too great. 
6—South is definitely up against it 
at this point. He has _ had no op- 
portunity to get information from 
North, a weak player. Knowing 
North’s opening bids to be sound 
and knowing East to be bluffing, 
South decides to contract for a 
slam at spades. After all, the suit 
looks pretty solid. 


West's opening lead was the heart 
king. Mr. Cone, sitting in the East 
position, took one look at the dummy 
and one look at his own hopeless 
hand and quite properly decided that 
the contract was for West to take a 
trump trick. Accordingly, he dropped 
his queen of hearts on West's king, 
definitely commanding his partner to 
continue the suit. Mr. Bachrach did 
so, and declarer was forced to ruff 
with the three of spades in dummy. 

It is easily seen that this play 
forced declarer subsequently to play 
his ten of spades on his own ace, and 
even though East’s knave dropped, 
West was eventually able to take a 
trump trick with his nine-spot. Had 
hearts not been continued, the drop 
of the knave of spades would have 
enabled declarer to draw trumps with- 
out difficulty. It is equally apparent 
that no line of defense could possibly 
have defeated six clubs.

The 
man who gets drunk to forget har- 
assing cares discovers that alco- 
hol doesn’t dissolve them. Next day 
he has added to his cares a head- 
ache and a humiliation. The man 
who permits hate to take possesion 
of his heart and gives expression 
to it finds that the very expres- 
sion makes it grow. If he vents his 
hate in action this may involve him 
in crime and destroy whut is left 
of healthy reaction to life. Each 
of these people is putting his own 
esoul to death in a mistaken ef- 
fort to be happy, to satisfy his 
craving for peace and _ content- 
ment.
